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Cooperstown Ih the birthplnce of 
baseball. An expert commission of 
baseball anthoritiea, appointed three 
years ago, ban ho ofilcially decided, 
and there is now no further room 
for doubt of It. The announce- 
ment will he offieially made in the 
fortheoming ** Spauhling's Official 
Baseball Guide for 1908 " 

A long letter from Mr. A. S. 
Spaulding explains Cooperstown's 
connection with the origin of base- 
ball. We quote a portion of Mr. 
Spaulding'n letter: 

*'I would call the special atten 
of the Commission to the letters 
rec< ived from Mr. Abner Graves, 
at present a miidng engineer of 
Denver, Colo., who claims that the 
present game of Base Ball was 
denigned anrl named by Abner 
Donbleday, of Cooperstown, N. Y , 
during the Harrison Presidential 
campaign of 1839, which antedateH 
the organization of the old Knick- 
erkocker Base Ball Club of New 
Yerk City by six years, when the 
fivHl printed rulea were pnminlgat- 
ed. It also antedates by three years 
the first authentic account of games 
of Base Ball being placed in a 
desultory sort of way by the yonng 
tmsiness men of New York 
City, in 1842, While it has general- 
ly been conceded that New Yoi k 
city was ihe birthplace of Base Ball 
in 1842, this account of Mr. Graves 
tends to locate its birth at Coopers 
town, N. Y , in 1839, and General 
Abner Doubleday its designer and 
christener. 

'*In this connection it is of 
interest to know that this /Vbner 
Donbleilay was a gradnate of Wt-Ht 
Point in 1842, and afterwards be- 
came famous in the Civil War as 
the man who sighted the first iriin 
fired from Fort Hunter, April 12, 
18G1, which opened the War of the 
Rebellion between the North and 
South, He aftei wards l>f*caine a 
Major General i!! lie United Htaien 
Army anil retired from seivlr^e in 
1873, and died January 26, 1893, 

'* Mr Abner Graves was a boy 
playmate and fellow pupil of Aimer 
l>ouhh>day at Green'n 8el-ct 8»diool 
in Coopf^rntown, N. Y., in 1830 

Mr. Gravea, who is still living, 
says that he was present whf^rr 
Doubleday first outlined with a 
stick in the dirt the present dia 
rntmdshafied Base Ball fi»dd, indicat- 
ing the locating of the players in 
tlie field, and afterwards saw him 
make a diauram of lh« field on 
p^|ier, witli a crude pencil me- 
inoran<lum of the lulea for his new 
gime, which he named *^Bfp^e 
BalU As Mr. Graves wasone of tin- 
youths tliat took fiart in this new 
izame under Doubleday's direction, 
his interesting and positive account 
of this incident is certainly entitled 
Io serious consideration. 

*' Personally, I confess that I am 
very much imprewsed with the 
Htraiglitforward, positive and appar- 
ently accurate manner, in which 
Mr. Giaves writes his narrative, 
and the circumMtariti;%l evidenc* 
with which he surrounds it, and I 
am Vf^vy stioimly inclined to the 
belief that Cooperstown, N. Y., in 
the birthplace of the present Ameri- 
can game or Base Ball, and that 
Major General Abner Doubledav 
wa;i the originator of the game. Il 
certainly a[»peals to an American's 
pride to have had tlie great national 
game of Base Bill created and 
named by a Major General in the 
IJtiited States Army, and to liave 
itiat same game played as a camp 
divetsion by the soldiers of the Civil 
War, who at the conclusion of the 
war, disseminated Base Ball 
throughout the length and breadtti 
of the United States, and thus gave 
to the tfHine Uh national cliaracter. 

The United States Army has cer 
taini} played a very important i) irt 
in the early dev#»lopmeut of B imi* 
Ball, and in recent years the tjnit#»d 
States Navy has become the emis 
rtary that Is planting' the seeds of the 
came in every foreign laml, which 
must result in making the American 
national irame of Base Ball the uni 
versal field sport of the world. 
The intrinsic merits of the game 
Itself can bedep"nded upon to over- 
come all prejinlice and apposition 
ihat may show itself " 

It is believed by some of the old 
residents of Cooperstown that it 
was at Duff's Military School that 
Abner Doubleday fir'st playeil base- 
ball. Duff's schoiil stood f»n A[»ple 
Hill, the prewmt site of Fernleigli, 
the home of Bishop and Mrs Henry 
C. Potter. Many Cooperstown 
f>eople remember Major (ieneral 
D<nibleday, and he has s*)me rela- 
tives of the same name in* this 
vicinity now. 

The New York World aayH: 

•*Tbe commiasion a|iointed to 
determine where base balloriginat 
ed has reported, after a painstak- 
ing investigation coveriuL' three 
years, that the game was first play 
e«l at Co^»p^rstown, N. Y., under 
the direction of Abner Doubleday 
in 1839.

Pre^enifon of 'rui»er<;iilof»l«* 

The Board of Supervinors of 
Oneida County, have passed reso- 
lutions providing for the establish- 
ment of a hoHf)ital for the care of 
advanced eases of tuberculosis 
The resolutions permits the ex 
peiidituie of from $05,000 to $85,000 
for the jMirpose of building a general 
county honpital and a general tuber 
culosis hospital on the same 
trrounds, but sepH rated fi'om the 
general hospital. The tuberculosis 
hospital is to provide 25 beds for 
men and 15 for wom*-n. The re- 
solution also provides that the plans 
and specifications bo drawn up and 
piese'rited to the State Board of 
Charities for approval, thus guaran- 
teeing that this hospital will be 
ihiuonghly modern and up to date 
in every respect. 

It WAS in Oncnda County, the 
first of last October, that the State 
Cliarities Ai<l Association inaugur- 
ated its campaign on the Preveii 
tionol Tul»eicnlosis, and thisaction 
taken by the Siipervisors Is one of 
the most important results of the 
camtmiun thus far. During the 
campaign which was waged in Ut ica 
and R'liie, it developed that there 
Mas abnolutely no provision in 
Oneida County for the adequate 
(tare of the t ubeicubir patients, and 
that those admitted to the County 
Home were allowed to minirle at 
liberty with otlM»r inmaten, thus 
spreading tfie infection As a re- 
•<ult of the investigation of the 
Suite Chaiiti»fS Aid Association, the 
Slate BoHi'il of Charities became in 
t»'rest<'d, and through them an of 
flcial inve.Mti^ation was undertaken. 
Mr, Holmer Folks, the Secretary of 
the State Charities Aid Association, 
and Mr. Dennis McCirihy of ttie 
Slate Board of Charities, recently 
ajipeared b fore the Board of Su- 
pervisor.H, submitting their reports 
and making recommendations whicii 
u»i*rA a ;or>tfMl withr>t]t any material 
change. At!heKame mel»ting, the 
Board of Siip*^rvisors passed unani- 
mously the aliove menticmed reso- 
lutions providing for the county's 
sick poor. It is to be hoped that 
otiier counties Ihat have not pro- 
vided for the care and isolation of 
the tubercular casea will follow the 
example Hct by Oneida County. 

Another init>ortant result of the 
r'ampngin in thin section was re- 
(loried in the Home Sentinel this 
week, in which it was slated that 
the budget had just been com[deted 
and provinion was made for the ex 
I>enditure of $1,000 for the pre 
vent ion of tutierciiloHia. Aecord 
ingly, Dr. C. R. Mahody, newly 
at»f>oirited Health OfTic<^r, is to begin 
at once the Hdoplicm of vigorous 
measures for the control of this dis- 
eaHc in Rome.

So far as we have evidence, life 
Im an inevitable outcome of I he cool- 
ing of a globe, piovided that globe 
is suflieiently large, for life«rJid not 
reach this earth from without. No 
fanciful meteorite bore it the seeds 
which have since sprouted and over- 
run its Hurface. Metecnntes gave it 
life, indeed, but in the more fun- 
damental way in whicli all natUH*'^ 
processeH are clone, by au|iplving it 
with matter only from which by 
evolution life arose. Of ttiis we 
are alwilutely certain from the fact 
that while meteius were falling up 
on it in any numbers they were 
forming its mass, the full heat of 
which had not yel been evolved by 
their im|»act and Huliseqneut ccm- 
densation. The heal that ther.ce 
ensued was excessive, many fold 
ureater than suffleed to kill any 
germs that might have come to it 
housed in the meteorites themselves 
Thus the action due the meteorites 
after they came must have annihilat 
ed any organic [Kissibilities they 
may have brought with them. 
Those arriving after the heat had 
waned enough to make survival 
possible foun<l life already starlf^d, 
since protoplasm formed the mo- 
ment coolinir permitted of it. 

The proof that life was here spon- 
taneously evo'ved appears at (»v<My 
stage in its history not only in its 
orJL'in, but at everv stej* of its pro 
gress upward where a marked d'»- 
parture occurs from its [U'evions 
course. It and the enviionment 
are observed to have cha«»ge«l toge- 
ther. Two short parallel columns, 
the one showing the changes that 
have occurred in the habitat, tln^ 
other those supervening in th<' 
habitat, will- make this not simt)ly 
clear, but striking. As effective as 
the well known (leadly parallel of 
oratorical utterances, this life giv- 
ing one reaches the same certainty 
throuj^h probaldllties disclosed. 

Occasion of this vital parallelism 
occurs at the very start. Indeed, 
we may go bick of this and note 
agreement before the start, for 
until the conditions were such as 
could aujiport life no life api)enre<l. 
This is the first coincidence. An- 
other follows on its heels with the 
dawn both of conditions tit for some 
(existence and of thtf I existence itself. 
Tlie waters were its birthplace 
No other portion of • the surface 
could then have offered it a home, 
and nowhere except in the sea is it 
then found. 

The simultaneity of each new 
birth and each new cradle crops n\\ 
again when a nc^w field arose* t»ythe 
making of the land. As soon as 
this was suitable i)lants appeared to 
take on possession of it and fiom 
ilnittirae on neglected more and 
more the sea. 

The fourth parallel is found in 
the significant fact that the t^little 
plants and the i)hint eaters made 
their debut on the scene together in 
in rniocene times, the world havim: 
got along without both liefore that 
epoch. This^entry hand in hand, 
so to speak, De Lapparent, thn 
great Freneh geologist, doea ru>t 
hesitate to link logically ami to re- 
gard the one as the necessary com- 
plement of the other. If this were 
not the case, there is certainly no 
reason why they sloiild appear at 
the sam<^ iiiHtant of trine. Food 
evokes its eat«*r in fact as deflnilely 
as in phraseology. 

The last of this procession of 
coincidences, man, came on the 
globe at the time when the cooling 
of the globe rendered his own ex 
tension possible at the least expense* 
to himself. His brain allrjwed him 
to take advantage of conditions less 
intrinsically favorable than other 
anitnals could endure. His mind 
clothed his body and gave him fire, 
and with these two products he 
aallied forth into a world where 
antagonists were chiefly climatic, 
with which he was fitted tocopcn 

Thus all along the line we per 
ceive that life and its domicile aros** 
together. TIte second i.-* necessary 
to the first, and the first is alwavs 
sufBcient to the occasiem. Tlio 
coinciilence of the possibility an<l 
its seizure, of the jvisse and the 
BHSHy seems to be a general jn-iii- 
eit)le of evolntioti. Endless varia- 
tion is constantly in progr(»ss, and 
this variation takes advantage of 
any ofiportunity so soon as it oc- 
curs. Lite but waits in the wings 
of existence for its ci\e to enter the 
scene the moment the stage is set 
— Professor Lowell in Century

Messrs. R M. Ziegler, J. A. Mc 
Ilvaine, Jr., and Rev. C. O. Dant- 
zer, whose teims as Trustees ''of the 
Home expire on May 31'^t, were re- 
elected to serve three years 

The date ft»r the t wenty-S(H?(unl 
me<«ting «d' the* Society at Lancast*>r 
was HxiHl on August 27lli, 28th, and 
291 h, 1908. 

The Committee on Revison of the 
By-Laws recommended the adoption 
of the following amendments and 
additions : 

1. The Treasurer shall close his ac- 
counts for the current year the first day 
of Jiuie, and hereafter the financial year 
of the Corporation shall begin the first dav 
of June in every year. 

2. The fiscal year of the Board of 
Managers shall eni on the thirtieth day of 
June in every yfear, 

3. The Treasurer of the Board of 
Trustees shall -annually present to the 
Board of Managers a full and detailed ac 
count of all Ins financial transactions for 
the year ending on the thirty -first day of 
May in every year. 

4. The fiscal year of the Board of 
TrUvStees shall end on the thirty-fiisi dav 
of May in every year. 

5. He [the Secretary] shall hium aii 
orders drawn ui>on the Treasurer tor tlu* 
|>aynient of tuoney or appropriations that 
may lie turned over to the Treasurer of the 
Board of Trustees. He shall receive and 
sign all certificates of niendiershipcounler- 
signed bj' the Treasurer, and send the same 
to the members entitled to receive them. 

6. He rthe Treasurer of the Society] 
shall pay all drafts signed by the Pfesidenl 
and attested by the Secretary. He shall, 
upon receipt of membership fees, counter- 
sign all certificates of meml>ership and 
deliver the same to the Secretary. 

7. Hereafter, the Secretary sliall give 
members 30 days notice of the expiration of 
their terms of membership. (The Trea- 
surer used to attend to it. ) 

8. Heretofore, the Board of Managers 
re-organized an<l adjourned during the 
Annual Meetinj? of the Society. Here- 
after, the Board shall organize and may

Tbe Board agieed to submit the

DEAF-MUTE CONVICTS MURDERERS 

A murder trial at Bordeaux, 
France, in which an innkeeper, his 
wife and two accomnliees were 
charged wi»h killing a customer, 
vvas the occasion of a dramatic 
scene when one of the witnesses 
t(H>k the stantl. This witness, 
named Lacampagne, waa a deaf- 
mute ignorani ot the ordinary 
finger language. 

His brother-in-law and two of his 
trie nets appeanul to translate his 
gestures int(w wotds, t>ut their sei- 
vices weKe really unnecessary, so 
(dearly did he express himself by 
ihat instinctive mimicry which is 
sometimes the accompnniment of 
-l>e»'ch, but here became its substi 
tute. 

During hvs evidence the deaf mute, 
who Imd been the handy man of I he 
inu.al.vays desitrnated the vii^tim 
oy sucking in his ehe*^ks ngainst his 
teeth, the laTnilord by shakinu his 
tist — his employer's usual mpthod 
of speakint: to him — the hmdlonrs 
wife bv i>utting his hands to tdn 
hair, one Hccomplice by cm ling hi^ 
mnstatdie and the other h\ striking 
an imaginary match on his trouseis, 
MS this piisoiKM' was a smuggler ot 
matches. 

Then, with short, abrupt cesture*^, 
as clear as they were rapid, he told 
fiis story — how the landlady sent 
him away on a errand, how bo 
returned to find tire door locked, 
h(»w lie entcMt'd b\ tlie cellar door* 
saw the corpse, saw one murder**r 
wMshing a blood stained hammer, 
jinothtn* clea trill !» his face and hanos 
and the landlady embracing her 
lnist)and as if to thank him (ov 
wh It he had done. The bindloid 
cauiiht siirht of hira and dealt him 
a violent blow, then, changinir his 
mind, made siu'ns to him to help get 
lid of the body. 

At this point the landlor*!, wlio 
clearly folhnved the tleaf-mut(»'s 
storv, broke in with "That's a lie; 
that's a lie!'' 

Laeampagne tuined and looked 
iu the landlord's face; then, stamp- 
ing with Ids foot, he raised his 
hand jind stood in the same sol(»mn 
attitude in which he had taken the 
oath. 

This evidence and a confession 
by the mustache wearing prisoner 
weie emuigh to /^onviH th«^ accus- 
ed. The lamHord and the match 
•^muguler were sentenced to tieath, 
the others to im(>risonment foi

produces an electrical friction which 
develops into a wind, and, accord- 
ing to the force manifested, that 
wind may be a cyclone, a simoon, a 
tornado, a hurricane, a gust, oi only 
a passing breath. 

Then again the heat of the ftnu 
and the heat of many sunn jjreater 
than it, thrown at varying degrees 
into the atmosphere above the 
earth, has a disturbing oraKltating 
effect which may be reflected in a 
wind s^orm railen above the earth's 
surface, or which descends to the 
enrth aud works havoc there. 

The principle might be illustrated 
by attaching a rapidly moving fly- 
wheel to a finely- tempered Hteel rod, 
which would cause the latter to 
vibrate. As the spf^ed of the wheel 
increased, the lod's vibrations would 
increase. 

Gradually the rod would grow 
warm, then red hot, then pass to 
white heat, and finally, if the speed 
attained was great enough, would 
va|:K>ria&e, and pass off into the air. 

While it was doing this it would 
give off first a humming sound, then 
H *' swish." ft also would develop 
a strong of wind which 

won hi be ^t some distance 

away and which, as the rod's vibra 
lions errew in number, would develop 
in force. 

And earth or upper disturbance 
of the atmosphere will cause a wind 
(a calm being the opposite), and 
the di*'turbance, the hiuher the velo- 
city of that wind. Thus a heat 
belt may devastate a state with 
cyclones, while a trolley car on an 
avenue causes only a breeze.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to thelateilev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Farinh 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Ciuirch 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of sucli H building as above 
indicated, whicii will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious anl social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-ftve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in dei»tli. It will be thiee 
stories in lieight, with a basement, 
and will bo used lor the social, ro- 
ligioUH and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York, The 
amount required for '* The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about f:K),0OO, and the building 
Itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endors'* *^"» «n'«inorial.
